EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

PARA 3 (ii) OF THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENCE 
PRODUCTION (D!RF:CTORATE GENERAL OF 

INSPECTION) CLASS HI NON-GAZETTED (NON- 
TECHNICAL) (AMENDMENT) RULES, 1975 

It has become necessary to give retrospective effect to 
the above amendment for the following reason: — 

Consequent on the recommendation of the National Coun- 
cil (JCM), the maximum age limit for entry to Class HI 
Ministerial Non-Gaze tted posts under the Government of 
India has been raised to 25 years. Government orders to 
this effect were issued on 13th March, 1972, To cover tire 
candidates recruited /appointed under those orders, it is 
necessary to make a provision in the Department of Defence 
Production (Directorate General of Inspection) Class III 
Non-Gazetted (Non-Technical) (Amendment) Rules 1975 
to make them effective from a retrospective date, i.e. 13th 
March, 1972 when orders were issued raising the upper age 
limit so that the recruitment made on the basis of revised 
age limit on or after 13th March 1972 automatically stand 
regularised.

shill bs eligible for appointment to the said post. Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such inainagc is permi- 
sible under the Personal haw applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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5. Power to relax: Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes,* 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to rime in this' regard.
